Measure Patterns 
Student Group 
After State Body 

A procedure bill, establishing a 
formal method of introduction, con- 
sideration, and passage of legisla- 
tion, will be brought to a vote at 
the Student Legislature meeting to- 
night. 

Perhaps the most important mea- 
sure to be considered by the body 
since the new Student Government 
I Association constitution went into 
I effect last year, the bill would ' 
1 pattern the Student Legi ) iture ai- ' 
j ter the House of Representatives and 
: the General Assembly of Kentucky 
Major provision of the procedure 
I bill is a Rules committee, which 
will consist of the President and 
four members appointed by him. 
with the approval of the legislature. 
All bills and resolutions introduced I 
will be submitted to this committee. I 
unless otherwise authorized by a ; 
two-thirds vote of the legislature. 

The Rules committee shall con- 
sider each measure and report its 
findings to the body. If the com- 
mittee requests that the bill not 
pass, the bill shall not be given a 
reading, unless authorized by a 
majority vote. 

The bill also provides that a ma- 
jority vote of the legislature can 
call any bill from the Rules com- 
mittee.

'The River 9 
WW, Bv Shown 

"The River." a US documentary 
film, will be shown on Friday, May 
24. at Memorial hall under spon- 
sorship of the departments of geol- 
ogy and University extension. 

There will be three performances, 
at 11:00 a. m.. 1:00 p. m.. and 
4:00 p. m. The duration of the pic- 
ture is 30 minutes. Admission ts 
free and members ol the University 
as well as the oubllc are cordially 
invited, a geology department 
spokesman said. 

"The River." a story of the Missis- 
sippi valley, was written and direct- 
ed by Pare Lorentz for the Farm 
Security Administration of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, and Is now being distrib- 
uted bv the United States Film 
service. 

Not only is the film a story of the 
river, what it has done antV what 
man has done to it. but it is an in- 
dictment of our prac:lces of the 
past, together with a dramatic pres- 
entation of what we should do in 
the future if we are to avoid the 
disasters of soil and lumber loss. 

The documentary film has com- 
manded attention because through 
it realities of great social signifi- 
cance can be placed before millions 
of people «et small cast. Contem- 
porary problems can be placed be- 
fore the public through the use of 
pictures, music and sound In the 
documentary in a manner unequal- 
led bv any other medium. 

Alter the success of "The Plow- 
That Broke The Plains." the Re- 
settlement Administration "prede- 
cessor to the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration! asked Pare Lorentz lo 
produce another film dramatizing 
an important section of the country. 
For this film the Mississippi valley 
was chosen as the locale. Location 
shots were filmed in 16 states of 
the valley, including Kentucky. 

Although no actors were used, na- 
tives of the valley appeared in vari- 
ous sequences of the film, giving the 
picture authenticity. As field work 
was Hearing completion, the flood 
in the Ohio-Mississippi valley began 
In the "little waters" of the uplands. 
The camera crew remained in the 
field and captured on film some of 
the scenes of flood disaster. 

The composer. Virgil Thomson, 
worked with the producer in pre- 
paring ihe mt| ical score to be used 
with the narration as the film's 
sound track The music was based 
to a great extent on old American 
folk and spiritual tunes.

The concert included the selec- 
tions, "The Pilgrim's Song" by 
Tschaikowsky: "Quintet for Clari- 
net" by Mozart: "Hungarian 
Dances" by Brahms; "Night on Bald 
Mountain" by Moussourgsky. and 
others. 

The purpose of the concerts is to 
permit musicians to gather Infor- 
mally in order to play and to criticize 
their own music. Doctor Tarnopol 
said. All local musicians are invited 
to attend the gatherings and take 
part in the musicalea, and It Is 
hoped, a small permanent concert 
orchestra will devolop. 

Next Sunday. May 26. there will 
be an exhibition of the works of lo- 
cal artists in addition to the regu- 
lar concert.

The River'— Documentary Film 
Of Great Social Significance 

Several years ago. the U. S. Film service pro- 
duced a documentary motion picture entitled 
"The River." It was an illustrated biography of 
the Mississippi valley, and it caused a great deal 
of comment and drew much praise at the time. 
Pare Lorenu, its director, was awarded an 
Oscar" by the Academy of Motion Picture Ar- 
tists. James Joyce said its accompanying com- 
mentary was "the most beautiful prose I have 
heard in ten years." In short, it was universally 
accepted as a work of art and as having a mes- 
sage of great social significance. 

Unfortunately, that message, which empha- 
sized the need for soil conservation still is not 
being heeded, and the U. S. is paying for its 
neglect with an increasingly devastating series 
of annual floods. 

On Friday, "The River" will be shown on 
the IK campus under the sponsorship of the 
geology department. Because it has great social 
significance, and because it is a work of cinematic 
and literary art, The Kernel highly recommends 
"The River" to the University students and 
laculty.

On The Threshold Of Chaos: 
The Desperate Summer Of 1940 

Ever since school began last Septembej", the 
college set throughout the nation has been gaz- 
ing, guardedly but incessantly, with anxious eyes 
at Europe. YVe have been wondering all these 
months whether our anxiety for our futures is 
silly fear, or whether we are, as it 
terns during our more morbid mo- 
ments, actuallv playing against the sucked cards 
oi Fate. 

Suddenly last week, like a stinging blow in the 
face, came the answer to the great majority of 
this generation. It was an excruciatingly painful 
thing to have to admit — many of us will not 
even vet — but we have suddenly become aware 
of the steady suction of a widening whirlpool 
of public opinion that is grasping at us, threaten- 
ing to draw us at any moment down tin 
of intervention. 

We undergraduates are by nature a 
skeptical, bewildered, sentimental, tolerant, in- 
stinctively pacific bunch of beings who lute no 
and nothing, and whu are helplessly aware 
we ale being cornered by a thing that was 
not ol our making. It is like salt on a wound 
for us to have to watch a mounting hatred on 
the part ol our parents-a hatred which in the 
end will lead to our destruction. 

W ith every new border Herr Hitler crosses, 
we perceive our President's voice grow angrier 
and our uncles' necks grow redder. With each 
day that passes, we watch the brutal efficiency of 
fasci-m encroach uijom a wa\ oi life which oui 
elders somehow or odiei have tome to hold deal'. 
We youngsters think the British "way" at best a 
tyrannical imperialism, but those elders arc still 
of the opinion it is Democracy. 

Ominous Shadow of War 
Constantly are we aware of all this. Even now, 
our faces are growing longer; we scan the head- 
lines anxiously. Slowly but surety we are acquir- 
ing a quiet bitterness and a feeling of despera- 
tion. This week, for the first time, we are willing 
to admit that peace and all we have hoped for 
and fought for and ei'en prayed for are nearly 
lost; that we are a people standing at the thres- 
hold of chaos, a generation "living in the 
shadow." 

I hii week, lor the first time, studies seem in- 
siguilieant, term pajKMs and quizzes trivial. The 
O Bannon building controversy which occupied 
so much ol our thought short days ago now seems 
absurd. All education indeed appears futile, 
when undergraduates like ourselves - students 
from Oxford and Cambridge, Heidelberg and 
Leipzig, Brussels and Leyden, Paris and The 
Soibonne — are dying like flies in the Low 
Countries and the M-Day staffs are laying plans 
for us to do the same. It is not a comforting 
thought: it is a wonder we still have the persever- 
ance and powci-* of concentration we do. 

In a lew weeks school will be over and sum- 
mer in the real sense will be here. For some it 
will be a time to work and save for what they 
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hope will be another completed year in college. 
For a great many others, the summer months 
are a lazy period to be wasted away at boating, 
swimming, traveling, courting, tennis, golf, and 
lying in the sun in efforts to become hard, brown 
boys and girls. It slmuld be a summer just like 
any other, full of languidness and not-always- 
sober pleasures — not one filled with fatalism 
and harrowing thoughts of aimed men march- 

• Summer of Desperation 

But it won't be carefree; it will be desperate. 
The camps which line the Kentucky river and 
Henington lake and which bulge each summer 
with lounging undergraduates are going to be 
even fuller. There will be even more automo- 
bile wrecks involving members of this generation 
than ever before and more promiscuous drink- 
ing. There will be a gaiety of desperation and 
wilder laughter and coeds will more nearly ap- 
proach the "blushless generosity" whidi the 
straight-laced have been attributing to them for 
the past ten years. 

Our age-group will begin to pair off and 
there will be a wave of secret marriages which 
will foreshadow the series of beautifully desper- 
ate war-weddings soon to follow. 

For those who live to recall it, the Summer of 
1940 will be a memorable one: a last fling before 
a terrible storm, an interlude just before the 
supposedly civilized World went to Hell and 
dragged us along with it. 

We know not what to expect from the events 
which are to follow; we only know that whatever 
they are, they will be ghastly. Our futures after 
that are even less certain, for warfare has yet 
to settle anything, and the post-war order will 
be so different. 

But just now this generation stands at a bloody 
bridge between the disillusioned Old and the 
unknown New, with crossing that bridge yet to 
be attempted. Bearing all this in mind, we can 
only say, God help this generation!
